o f tile bitter heartbreak o f y o ung parents 
stricken by this disease. 
Fifteen y ears ago , tile future o f multiple 
sclero sis victims seemed ho peless. 
Their 
families, deprived o f breadwinner o r ho me­ 
maker. were pressed to the wall by the 
grinding ex pense o f a chro nic disease with 
no kno wn cause o r cure. But the human 
spirit do es no t surrender. Lo ved o nes do 
no t turn their backs. They so ught 
o ther o ut and they fo rmed the Natio nal 
Multiple Sclero sis So ciety . The So ciety be­ 
gan a relentless pursuit o f the cause and 
cure o f the disease, sending sco res o f re­ 
search men after it. 
Fo r 15 y ears, the track-do wn has co n­ 
tinued. Over $2,400,000 has been spent o n 
research. 145 research pro jects have been 
initiated, 30 fello wships have been granted. 
To day , tho ugh the cause and cure o f mul­ 
tiple sclero sis are still unkno wn, there is 
ho pe, based o n kno wledge gained fro m re­ 
search. 
Fo r the MS-disabled, ho i>e is life; life 
grafted to research. In a free so ciety , the 
o x y gen o f research is public suppo rt. Co n­ 
tributio ns no t o nly sustain MS research, 
they suppo rt the So ciety ’s patient service 
pro grams and its clinics, tex .). They help the 
MS victims learn anew that life can be 
J ived—even within limits. 
As we greet the Natio nal Multiple Scler­ 
o sis o n its 15th anniversary , we say , “ Wish 
them well with mo ney ’’—give genero usly 
to the MS Ho pe Chest campaign. 


In these days of semi-idleness and fea ther­ 
bedding, loyalty and selflessness are hardly to be 
expected. Bu t it does occu r and it m ak es a tre ­ 
mendou s difference. 
N early 20 years ago, a you ng lady, Helen Batt, 
walk ed into my office and said that she wou ld 
lik e to w ork for me. I did not k now why. She 
had always w anted to w ork as secretary to a 
w riter, she said Very dou btfu lly. I employed her. 
She stayed nearly 20 years u ntil she died, always 
my closest triend, alwa.vs loyal, always u nder­ 
standing. 
She grew from a you ng lady into a woman. 
She developed a personality so that m any pre­ 
ferred to speak to her on the telephone. I often 
wondered abou t these telephone friendships. Yet, 
when she was in her term inal illness, these tele­ 
phone friends came to see her, sent her encou r­ 
aging letters and flowers. Perhaps it is a cha rac ­ 
teristic of ou r civilization that we become pals 
w ithou t seeing each other. At any rate, she k new. 
in her last week s, that these voices she had heard 
on the telephone for nearly 20 years, w ere real 
persons and real friends. 
P atsy was one called a "Girl Friday,” or an 
"A ssistant” or anything .von lik e. Actu ally she 
was the inevitable development of ou r society, a 
wom an devoted to her boss, who gave u p every­ 
thing in this life, not for a job. bu t for her boss' 
career. There ate su ch women who w atch their 
mon 
get 
married, 
try to 
k eep 
things 
going 
smoothlv; remind their men when their m arriage 
anniversary to another woman occu rs; perhaps 
w atch the boss go throu gh a divorce and m a rry 
another who is no b etter than the other. 
It is perhaps a lonely life for many of these 
rem ark able women bu t they find a joy in the 
growth and development of the man they serve. 
O ften there are deep disappointm ents. I k new 
su ch a secretary whose boss died and she never 
cou ld find another. Those who gave her em ploy­ 
ment. she fou nd too small, too picayu ne. I k now 
another girl who, when her boss dieu , fou nd her­ 
self pu shed aside; his su ccessor had a girl of his 
own. There was no place for her. 
W hen a man loses su ch a girl he faces dif­ 
ficu lties beyond imagination. He has perm itted 
himself 
to 
become 
dependent 
regarding 
the 
m inu tiae of his lite and he no longer k nows w here 
to look for a pencil or a pad of paper, w here to 
bu y a theatre tick et, or w here to order flowers. 
He does not rem em ber birthdays. He has a prob­ 
lem of reconstru ction which seems to him to be 
insu perable, bu t somehow one m anages in these 
m a tte rs as families do w hen there is a great loss. 
Life goes on and the errors of omission and corn- 
each I m ission are soon enou gh corrected. 
I w rite of all this becau se in the m idst of 
great political events, of earth-shak ing affairs, 
we, each one of u s. have ou r own joys and sor­ 
rows. ou r personal tragedies which seem. at the 
moment, as enormou s as a nu clear war. W e w on­ 
der how we can accept the shock s that come to 
u s and then we have to think of Mrs. Shepard, 
that heroic wife who for m onths w atched her 
hu sband prepare for w hat cou ld be death. It 
mu st have been lik e observing the preparation 
for su icide. If Com m ander Shepard was not k illed 
in his capsu le, he might have come ou t of it w ith 
his body or his mind shattered. Until the doctors 
had had tim e to discover the effects, it cou ld not 
be k nown w hat that 15 m inu tes’ ride and the 
preparation for it had done to the man. And the 
wife had to steel herself to observe it all; and 
she had to wait days for him to retu rn to her. | 
She cou ld see his photograph in the new spapers; 
she cou ld see him em erge as a national hero. Bu t 
he had not yet come home. She is a cou rageou s 
w om an who* mu st have gone throu gh years of 
agony in that 15 minu tes, k eeping the faith that 
the m an she loves wou ld not fail. 
Life is so fu ll of these small, private m a tte rs 
which are too insignificant to w rite abou t, bu t 
they often bring forth the qu ality of su blime 
greatness. Patsy, who gave two decades to me, 
receiving no great rew ard for w hat 
s h e did. per­ 
haps not even the thank s that she deserved, died 
of a cancer. H er last days w ere very hard, indeed. 
Nevertheless, she was cheerfu l abou t it all and 
telling me that 
s h e wou ld be back very' soon. H er 
faith w as as great as her heart.
